In an Office Action mailed December 5, 2003, the Examiner restricted the claims of this 
patent application into two groups: Group I is claims 1 and 6-21 drawn to a pilot/production, 
analyzing curing system, classified in class 34, subclass 266 and Group 11 is claim 2 drawn to an 
infrared heating energy source for analyzing and controlling the treatment of coating on coated 
articles, classified in class 118, subclass 667. The examiner alleges that these inventions are 
distinct.
